SPECIAL ENFORCEMENT ACTIONS

Narcotics Enforcement and Conspiracy Units

During the period of June 6™ — June 14™, the Narcotics Enforcement and
Conspiracy Units conducted 56 search warrants and 39 street enforcement
actions within the boundaries of the city of Detroit, resulting in the following
arrests and confiscations:

EIGHTH PRECINCT
